1. In xseptenber 199 the runway of the military airficld west of drel 
(36°5*2/52°071N) was asphalted, (% wa: 1,05 neters lon: and 60 motors 
25X1X wide, and consisted of a layer of cravel 39 en thick with an asvhalt surface 
LO cm thick. ; 


2. There were four small and tro large concrete hanvars, a three-story adminis= 
tration building and tvelve wooden barracks on brick foundations, A search» 
lisht beacon was on too of the adriinistration buiidins. There were red 
boundzry lishts. (1) 


30 The following airplanes were noted: 

ao Fighters similar to the RY 190. 

b. Twenty-five to 30 jet fighters with turbine in nose section, wings 
fairly straight, no sxee.back, nose wheel, one=scater, one :un on each 
side of the turbine. (2) Total length 7 to 8 meters, wing sxan 6 to 7 
meters, The >lanes had tivo wins tio containers under each wing which 
were lightly pointed toward the bottom and wich lwoked like bombs, 
Soviets said these containers wore rocket boosters for takeoffs. (3) 
The spged was said to be 1,209 lea/h and the flying tine 67 minutes. (4) 


lo The fighters were used for practice take=offs, landinss and acrobatics. 


5. There were an estimated 1,000 mea at the airfield. 
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ip oa 6. The wirficld of vrel had a run way which “ra. as ohalted in July and 
wagust 1919. The runway measured 1 to 1} ici from north to south. 


7 There were three hancars and six to ten peruanent buildings housing 
the headquarters and sorvine as billets. 


8. The following airoluaes were noted: 

ae fifty to 60 sinsle-envine fivhters. 

b. Iwerty to 30 twin-ensine 2lanes similar to the Ju 88, (5) 

Co Fifteen to 20 binlanes, 

ce an undetermined number of twin-en-ine trans orts 9 allegedly 
Tl~l2s. varatrooders used to jump from these >olanos. (6) 

e. An undetermined numhor of jet fichters. Sight to ton of these 
Panes wore once seen in the summer of 199 when talking off and 
Landins. 


9o There was daily flying when the weather wa: fair, sarticulurly with 
Single-cn:sine fighters. Individual olanes fired at a towed sleeve 
target. The twineon-ine slunes “hich resenitled the Ju 30 Mew in 
formations of up to 1% slanes. Pairly revilarly, ant usually in the 
aftornoon, grouns of darutroorers, at least tyelve and no more than 
eichteen, Jumped from the tyrineon:ine transports at varying altitudes 
east of the field. Tvineourachutes were used, 


0. The airfield west of Jrel has three or four “anvzars anc several milti= 
Story stoac buildinss. In Decenber 1919 there were about 100 sincle- 
enine, Loweing ficshters with radial onsiass an’ three=blaced oro= 
nellers.. .anding sear retractalle inward aad tail wheel retracting: to 
the rear. (7) The »lanes resrmbled the FY 190. Their speed was akout 
500 to S20 kn/hg the Laadiny sseed abort 199 ta/h. (1) 


ll. Vhe fighters flew individually and in fornations of uo to nine olanes. 
formation flying lasted about 40 minutes. 


12. Four jet slanes flying in line were scen between Kurs and Urel in 
August 1949, coming irom Kursk (36°14's/51°L49N) and sroceeding in the 
direction of Jrel. The planes had swesteback wines and remoirkably hish 
rudder units. (8) 


13. On the outskirts of the town there vas a large barracks install:tion on 
& paved road connectins the vreleKursk hivhvay vrith the railroad station. 
Your tarce=to-four-story stone tuildinzs, each CO to 80x15 meters, were 
parallel to the road. Several damaged buildings rere in the rear section 
of the installition. .ir force soldiors wearin; Drovm uniforms with li-ht 
blue service color were quartured in the insta lation. 


U,. Another airfield was believed to be loc.ted clout i, km eust of the rail- 
road station locause there wis much flying wth biolenes durin 3 the 
suiner, Up to 20 indivicval junos vere mde daily by parutroovers. (9) 


15. The airfield vas north of Yrol and about 23 km vost of the road to Tula 
(37937 %3/5),912'). ingineer barracks were southeast of the fielz. the 
Picld was about 2 km square. There were ao hangars or runways. Flying 
activitios, sainly with biolunes, were Linited. (10) 


16. . new vlane, called reactive airolane (sic) by e..: by boviet 25X1X 
Workers, vac seon ance or tiice cach day durias the oncevear “eriod 
af observation. The olane had noticeally sviest-back “ings and an attache 
ment under tho fuselage exuendin: ovar three quarters of tho Puselacsce 
a Clearseut stes was noted below the nose and in the last third of th 
fuselajye.

(1) Since most o @ sources compare the one~engine fighter with the 


Fim190 type, it is probably one of the Lavochkin types. 

(2) Although the gun in the center of the olane has not been resorted 
before,the planes should be of the LIG-9 tyne. 25X1A 

(3) This statement clarifies sonc vague information submitted previously. 

25X1A confirms another belief that wing tip tanks 
25X1A are concerned. Rocket boosters at the wing tips 
micht cause a varying thrust ana would thus endanger the takiz-off. 

{4) It is possible that 67 minutes of flying time may be a standard time 
applicable for aircraft with cormletely filled tanks and wir g tip tanks 
anc a time which canmot be exceeded in combat. 

(S) This is the first renort of tiineengine bombers at this airfield, The 
bombers may belong to a unit which was temporarily transferred from the 

25X1A northern airfield, See 

(6) No other source rozorted parachute jumps. 

(7) The observation in Decémber 19),9 permits a rough estimate of the total 
number of airplanes but gives no details concerning jet types, etc. 

(8) The planes may have belonged to a. fighter regiment in KurskeZast which 

is eaioned with aircraft of a swept-back type, presumably type 1).

(9) ET airfield was previously reoorted to be a civilian ficld. 
The few training planes and the flying indicate that it io 
used for training purposes by the DOSAYV,

According to a previous report the field was rvzeated in the fall of 19h9. 
S| It is possible that the twin-engine aircraft and 
@ lielé for oarachute training, mentioned in present: report, were 
previously located at this field. The transfer to an airfield in the 
vicinity implies a possible enlargement of the orel<North airficld, 


(11) Types 6 and 18 have swept-back wings and the turbine in the fuselage steps 
The vague description implies the latter tyne. Some of the lanes were 
previously stationed at the airfield of rs 25X1A 

(12) The information concerning the airfields near Orel may i.e swmed up as 
follows: The airfield of Orel=est, the large airdrome with runway, hangars, 
and permanent quarters, is occupied by a fighter regiment equipped vith 
jet fighters in addition to its old stock of conventional fighters; 

a regiment of twineengine olanes, transcorts or borbers,¥8 temporarily 
stationed at the ficlds the airficld of Orel<orth is an emergency airficld 
which oossibly has been under development since the fall of 1949; ani the 
airfield of OrcleZast is a civilian field which also is used by the DOSAY 
(Dobrovolnoye Obshahestvo ‘ Sodeistviye Aviatsii-Voluntary Socicty for the 
Advancenent of Aviation). +s
